Washingion, October 20.—(Special.)—AI- 
though evéry democratic senator, except 
Mills, Palmer and White, has agreed to 
the comprumise outlined in these dispatches 
last night, Mr. Cleveland interfered today 
and wauts a trial given to a new plan to 
force a yote. He wanis Vice President 
Stevenson to put the question, notwith- 
standing protests and opposition, on a mo- 
tie to change the rules of the senate. 

The proposed plan is to have a petition 
signed by «a majority of the senate placed 
before the vice president asking him to put 
the question to the senate. Mr. Stevenson 
has consented to do this if a majority asks 
it, but up to this time the petition to Mr. 
Sievenson has mamy Jess than a majority 
of the names of scnators on it, and but a 
few enthusiastic unconditional repealers, 
principally republicans, have any idea of 
the suceess of this movement. 

Senators Voorhees, Mills, Hill, Palmer 
aud White are the only democrats urging 
this plan of action. Senator Voorhees does 
pot take much stock in it, but he 
sturted out acting for the administration 
he feels in honor bound to keep it up. The 
other democratic senators take so little 
stock in this movement that they have been 
at work all day perfecting the compromise

WRESTLING WITH A COMPROMISE. 


The Steering Committee Strikes a Snag in 
Drafting a Bill. 

Washington, October 20.—It looked at 4 
o'clock today as if the terms of the demo- 
cratic compromise in the repeal bill had 
been settled. At 9 o'clock the situation 
was slightly changed and it became appar- 
ent at once that there was some obstacle 
in the way of bringing the matter to a cli- 
max. ‘The democratlg steering committee 
had resumed its place promptly after the 
the executive und it Was 
given out that the only purpose of the 
meeting was to put the finishing touches 
upon the substitute, which had practically 
been agreed upon. Some of the members 
of the committee felt so certain of the 
results that they promised the republican 
members of the senate a copy of, the bill 
for inspection, before the adjournment of 
the senate. While this copy was not 
forthcoming, senutors who had retained 
their seats in the senate chamber left, feel- 
ing contident that the measure would be 
concluded and ready for presentation to- 
morrow.

Gorntan Was Worried. 

At’S oclock Senatar Gorman came from 
the committee room, Where the committee 
had been engaged, and sent a messenger 
fiying for some one. He“looted puzzled and 
disappointed, and declared that nothing 
Was settled. 

Soon the word went around that there 
was a “hitch” in the proceedings. ‘Such, 
indeed, was the case. There was «lisagree- 
ment over the bond feature and also over 
the time at which the repeal of the Sher- 
man act should take effect. It appears 
that the administration forees of the com- 
mittee discovered, when the clauses of the 
proposed bill dealing with these points were 
reached. that they could not accept them 
as provided in the document. 

It is understood that the draft of the bill, 
then under consideration, fixed the time 
when repeal should take effect at the Ist 
of January, 1894, changed the authoriza- 
tion for bonds to 5 per cent interest and 
changed the time limit on the bonds from 
five to thirty years, instead of from ten to 
forty, as at present provided, and eontined 
their use to the preservation of the parity 
of gold and silver. 

I’rom information received from others 
than members of the committee—the bill 
men, who have the best means of knowing— 
it is considered probable that the adminis- 
tration members of the committee made an 
effort to have the time for the expiration of 
the Sherman law fixed at the Ist of July, 
1SH-4. 

May Take Quay’s Bill. 

The same authority asserted that treasury 
officials had said earlier in the day that if 
the purchase of silver bullion should cease 
on July of next vear it would be possible 
io preserve the parity without any action 
whatever upon the bond question, and as 
some of the stanchest of the repeal demo- 
crats. Who are members of the committee, 
are opposed to the bond proposition, it is 
probable that the effors of tonight were in 
the direction of reducing the time of the 
future existence of the present law and the 
elimination of the bond proposition alto- 
gether. The committee remained in ses- 
sion until 6:15 o'clock, but instead of hav- 
ing a completed bill to hand to the repub- 
lican side of the chamber the conference 
came to an end without reaching any agree- 
ment at all and with the date and bond 
question undecided, but with the under- 
standing that another effort would be made, 
probably tomorrow. , 

Some of the silver democrats have said 
that if their party's steering committee 
did not reach a conclusion by Monday, they 
would join with the republicans and pass 
Senator Quav's amendment, which extends 
th» Sherman law until January 1, 1S96, 
or a year longer than the best that is of 
ferred to the silver men by the democratic 
bill.

WHAT THE WORLD SAYS, 


The Obscure Pintocrat’s Appointment Con- 
demned by an Administration Organ. 

New York, October 20.—(Special. )-— 
Under the heading “Ambassador Van 
Alen,” The World will say tomorrow, edi- 
torially: 

J. J. Van Alen was yesterday confirmed by 
the senate as ambassador to Italy by a vote 
of 39 to 22. This result has been expected 
and foretokt- by The+ World. It was togfcal 
and tnevitable if the president did not cvor- 
rect his mistake and withdraw the nomina- 
tion. There are republican senators who 
voted to confirm Wanamaker and wWwio 
chuckled over the opportunity- to put the 
same brand upon a democratic administration. 
There are democrats who hate Mr. Cleveland 
and seized the opportunity to confirm his 
blunder. There are others who do not wish 
to discourage fat campaign contributions, 
even though made with a lively exception of 
favors to come. In the ecireumstances it js 
really surprising that twenty-two senators 
were found voting in the negative. But as 
The World said when the Whitney correspon- 
dence was publifshed, “The fact remains—the

have paid the penalty of the moment's negh- 
gence. 

Two trains, both ladened with passengers, 
met in a direct bead-end collision on the 
Grand Trunk railroad at 3:40 o'clock this 
morning, in the suburbs of this city, aud 
that the number of dead and injured was 
not fourfold greater, is due that the col- 
lision ececurred in the bounds of a city in- 
stead of an open country, where both trains 
woud have been running at full speed. 

Twenty-six charred, disfigured and un- 
recognizable figures lie in the morgue tonight 
and twenty-%even maimed and bleeding pas- 
sengers are groaning in agony in the Chari- 
ty hospital. How many of these wounded 
may be in the death List tomorrow Lo one 
can tell, for the inuries in many coses are 
infernal and quite unfathomable to the 
only superficial medical examination that is 
possibie now. All that surgieal scence 
can do is being done, and the otficials of the 
Chicago and Grand Trunk railroad are doing 
all that is possible to alleviate the condition 
of the sufiering und eare for the needs of 
the victims of the dreadful Cisasier. 

The two trains, which met face to face 
while going at a tapid rate of speed this 
morning, Were both segular trams, although 
each was considerably behind time. One 
was a Raymond aad Whitcomb © special 
train, returning from the world’s fair and 
bound for New York and Boston, ard the 
other was the regular Pacific express, west- 
bound. The Raymond and Whitcomb was 
running as an extra section of a regular 
train, and was, therefore, a “regular” in 
the phraseology of the railroud nen. The 
engineer of the latter train had positive 
orders to side track for the express at a 
siding a mile east of this city. He ignored 
these orders and GOO feet beyond this sid- 
ing he met the eastbound train full on. 

Both trains were wrecked, and half the 
train of the Pacific express was demolished 
and burned. The Raymond aud Whit- 
comb train being composed almost 
tirely of heavy sleepers, escaped serious in- 
jury, and none of the exeursiomsts lost 
their lives. The engineers and firemen 
on both trains jumped in time to save their 
lives,

A Fiery Furnace, 

When the collision took place the second 
and third day coaches on No. 9 were com- 
pletely telescoy ec. It was here that the 
horrible sacrifice took place. The second 
coach cut through the third coach like a 
knife and the roof passed over the heads 
of the sleeping and ill-fated passengers in 
the third coach, entombing them in a fiery 
furnace, 

There were twenty-five dead bodies taken 
from the wreck this morning by the fire- 
men, They were pinioned under seats 
and jammed up against the end of the 
coach by the coach which had telescoped 
it, and then burned like rats in a trap. 

The accident was a mile from the fire 
station, and before water could be turned 
on the were all destroyed and the 
bodies burned so as to be unrecognizable. 
Nearly all had their heads, arms or 
burned off and cannot he. identified ver, 
as the second coach erashed through and 
swept the people in the north end o. the 
third car to the vicinity of the stove, where 
most of the bodies were afterwards found. 
The ear immediately took hre and in an 
instant was all ablaze. 

The night vardmen and 
vicinity rushed to the 
One passenger escaped from the 

Those who saved themselves 
out the windows and elimbed 
throven. Three only got out of the left 
side and about six from the right side of 
the coach; all others perished. 

Twenty-Six Killed. 

Twenty-six passengers of the Pacifie ¢x- 
press met almost instant death. ‘The day 
coaches, in the front part of this train, 
were telescoped and burned, and of the 
twenty-six human remains at the morgue 
tonight. conjectures can only be made ag to 
the identity of six. Twenty remain entire- 
ly unidentified. Those identified by let- 
ters or articles in their clothing or by other 
are as follows:

All of the physicians in the city were 
summoned. The wounded were taken to 
the Target house, to the railroad offices, to 
Dowling’s boarding house and to residences 
in the vicinity. 

Mrs. Van Dusen’s Horrible Fate. 

The most awful experience of this ter- 
rible affair was that of Mrs. C. C. Van- 
Dusen, of Sprout Brook, N. Y¥-, who was 
burned to death with hands free and in 
full possession of her senses in spite of the 
utmost endeavors of the party of rescu- 
ers. 

Soon after the wreck occurred Mr. Van 
Dusen was removed from beneath a_ pile 
of debris and taken to the hospital, where 
he died in a short time. He was conscious 
to the last. He left his business affairs 


| in the hands of Rev. George Culp, of this 


city and died without knowing that his.wife 
had met the most awful fate of all. 

Mrs. Van Dusen was penned in the tel- 
escoped car and at first had no doubt of 
her rescue. <As she looked out of the win- 
dow and awaited] her rescue the alarm of 
fire was suddenly given. 

“Hurry up, please, hurry up,” she said as 
‘he fear her mind that perhaps 
she was in danger of burning. A minute 
later while men Were straining to 
exivicate her, the possibility became proba- 
biliy that she would burn and the flames 
ecrep: rapidly toward the imprisoned wo- 
man. 

“You shan’t burn: we'll get you out,” said 
the men heroically as they wrestled wit] 
the sp.intered timbers. 

There was a ivH-of speech for fire min 
utes. The men had become — giants” in 
strength and mad men id desperation, and 
they struggled wildly with tangled masses 
of wood and iron. The woman was si- 
lent and gazed ‘imploringly and inquiringly

“My God! Oh, my God!" suddenly burst 
from the lips of one of the heroic workers 
and in this despairing ery the helpless 
woman read her death warrant. She gave 
one agonizing wail and then her woman's 
Weakness gave way to a martyr's strength. 

“IT can die—oh, yes, I can die, if I must.” 
she said soothingly to the strong men who 
were Weeping in their impotent strength. 

Again they struggled breathlessly to the 
rescue, but the flames were encircling the 
party and the blaze claimed the victim 
that the crash had spared. 

“Tam a Christian,” she said resignedly, 
and a moment later her voice was raised in 
prayer. 

The tlames now completely encircled the 
helpless victim and the firemen were driv- 
ep away. 

As the blaze caught her arm and as she 
fought to keep the flames from her face. 
She told her name and address\and left 
messages of love for her husband and fam- 
ily. 

The closing minute was a pathetic str 
gle against the inevitable, but it was 
flesh that fought and not the spirit. The 
White face of the woman gazed heavenward 
and her lips moved in prayer. Even the 
furious flames that wreathed her — lips 
and blistered and curled the white flesh of 
her arts were powerless to cuuse a ecream. 

Suddenly there was a crashing of tim- 
bers, a wild groan burst simultaneously 
irom the lips of the spectators and strong 
men wept. 

Through their tears they saw the flames 
sweep around the face of the martyred wo- 
man and her hair burned wildly for a mo- 
ment. Her head dropped to one side as 
the victim inhaled the flames and the soul 
of Mrs. Van Dusen had passed beyond 
the fury of the elements of earth. + 

Au hour later the husband, for whom she 
had left a loving message, joined her in 
the world tg come. 

Her Baby Burned Before Her Eyes. 

In front of him sat a lady with a baby. 
He pulled her through the wiudow. when 
she cried out to save her baby, but the lit- 
tle one was fastened beneath the seat and 
perished, while the crazed mother had to 
be taken away by force. Ward says that 
in front of the woman was a young lady 
and just behind her, a young man.

Since his inearce- 
ration two negroes and a white man de- 
clare that the prisoner is none other than 
the notorious Bob Brewer, who ise said to 
have killed seven men. Wednesday night 
the man supposed to be Brewer made his 
appearance on the Juliet coal chute on the 
East Tennessee road about twenty miles 
above Macon heavily armedg He was 
trying to steal a ride on a freight train 
With two companions when first seen. He 
was made to get off the train and he etarted 
on .foot with his companions toward Macon 
and yesterday afternoon Brewer was seen 
near Crump’s park.

COL. LANIER 15 DEAD. 


He Was the Father of the Late La- 
mented Poet, Sidney. 


PARALYSIS WAS THE CAUSE OF DEATH 


For Fofty-One Years He Has Beena Law 
Partner of Colonel Clifford Ander- 
son, Ex-Attorney General. 


Macon, Ga., October 20.—(Special .}—Col- 
ouel R. S. Lanier, father of Sidney La- 
uiier, died this evening at 6 o'clock from 
the effects of paralysis. Ihe received his 
about turee He 
awakened one morning and fonud his left 
arm paralyzed. in a few weeks bad 
sufticieutly recovered to go streets 
and fwlow 
then he has received several strokes and has 
been confined to his room about a year and 
has been in bed two months. A few days 
ago he was stricken again and gradually 
grew worse until he died tonighi. His 
body had wasted to a shadow of its former 
self, 

Colonel Lanier was born in Jones county 
seventy-four years ago. Jde graduated at 
the Macon-Randolf college and began whe 
pactice of law at Grithn about 1845 with 
the late Judge (Wopton, of Alabama, Soon 
after, Lanier moved to Macon aud Clopton 
went to Montgomery. Lanier formed a 
law partnership. at Macon in 1802 with his 
brother-in-law, ex-State Attorney Greneral 
Clifford Anderson. This partnership has 
lasted until now, death severing it atier 
forty-one years duration. 

‘The firm of Lanier & Anderson is, 
doubt, the oldest firm in the state. 

Colonel Lanier was an uble lawyer and 
polished gentleman. He wag twice mar- 
ried. His second wife survives him. They 
had no children. His first wife was Judge 
Anderson's sister. He had three children 
by her, two sons and a daughter. One 
of the song was the Jate lamented poet, mu- 
sician and scholar, Sidney Lanier. ‘The 
other son is Clifford A. Lanier, a weelihy 
and prominent citizen of Montgomery, whe 
married Judge OQlopton’s daughter. He is 
Colonel Lanier’s only surviving ehiel, bis 
daughter having cdied veics ago. Colonel 
Lanier has only one sister, Mrs. Fason, 
of Charleston. Colonel Lanier served in 
the eoufederate wrinyv. >a was devoted to 
his profession, the law, and never sought or 
held potitical office. HE'is father built the 
well known Hotel Lanier, of Macon. The 
funeral will take place tomorrow afternoon.

Jerry Simpson Stirs Up a Rumpus Over 
Railroads. 

Washington, October 20.—The attorney gen- 
eral transmitted to the house today, pursuant 
to resolution, the information relating to the 
Union Pacific railroad. He Says that the gov- 
erninent Was not made a party to the receiv- 
ership proceedings and had no notice of such 
procecdings; that there is grave doubt as to 
their validity as far as the United States is 
concerned, ad that their practical  opera- 
tion tends to seriously prejudice the interests 
of the government as protected by existing 
laws. The attorney general further says that 
the only action yesterday taken by the depart- 
ment has been the employmunt of Hon. George 
Hoadly as special counsel for the United 
States. He expressed the opinion that the 
proper protection of the interest of the Unit- 
ed States will call for special legislation. 

Chuirtuan Sayers presented ah emergency 
delictency bil), appropriating $127.500 for cus- 
todians ald janitors of public buildings, and 
$200,000 for clerks and members. Passed. 

A biil authorizing removal of derelicts 
in the north Atlantic was also passed. 

Consideration of the bill compel rail- 
roads to maintain stations at town sites ina 
the Cherokee strip established by the interior 
department was then resumed. In advocat- 
ing the bill Mr. Simpson denounced the rail- 
road corporations. He charged that certain 
members on the floor in opposing the bill were 
acting as representatives of the Santa Fe 
road.

The Facts of the Situation. 

The Lynchburg News very fairly and 
truthfully describes the situation in the 
senate. 

Our contemporary asks who makes 
up the majority in ithe senate fur the re- 
peal of the silver purchase clause of the 
Sherinan act and keeps up the deadlock?

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RRESS COMMENT. 


The uegro convention which has been calied 
by Bishop Turner to meet soon in Cincinnati 
to consider the question of lynching, and to 
take steps, if possible, to reduce the frequenty 
of this unlawful practice, is not likely to re- 
sult in apy good, says The Toccoa News. They 
will doubtless take a prejudiced view of the 
question and decide that their race bas been 
persecuted simply on account of their color. It 
is perhaps true that, in some instances where 
black men have been strung up by mobs, race 
prejudice may have had some influence, but fn 
the majority of cases lynching has resulted 
from the commission of a heinous offense, and 
the same men who assisted the black wretch 
to shuffle off this mortal coil, would have per- 
formed the same service for a white man 
guilty of the same deed. It is the diabolical 
deed of the negro, generally, and not his odor 
or complexion, that has caused him to become 
intimately associated with a rope tied to a 
‘imb of a tree. That such wretches deserve 
tu die, The News fully believes; but we think 
it would be a better plan to let them be pun- 
ished legally. 


The Macon Telegraph refers to a plan pro- 
posed in South Carolina to stop lynching. The 
Telegraph says: “The plan is very simple. 
It provides that when the judge of any circuit 
is informed that the crime of rape has been 
committed within the jurisdiction of bis court 
he shall at once call an extra term of the 
circuit court to be held in the township where 
the crime was committed. The accused shall 
inupediately be arraigned for trial, and if 
convicted by a jury legally impaneled from the 
citizens of the township, the judge stail have 
the power to order his instant execution by the 
sheriff. The accused is to have the benefit of 
counsel.”"’ Governor Northen, in a recent let- 
ter, strongly approved the action of a Georgia 
judge in ordering a special session of his court 
to try an offender of this class. It is the 
“law's delay’ which stimulates lynching. 
Give the accused the feirest of trials, but try 
him at once without unnecessary delay.

Dutton’s approaching death did not cause 
him to lose any of the enjoyments of life 
during the last twenty-four hours he was 
alive. 

last evening, after passing the day with 
a few friends, who called to see him, he 
was ready to give his order for supper 
when Sheriff Burroughs entered the jail 
nd asked him if he wanted anything to eat 
efore retiring for the night. Dutton was 
onversing pleasantly with C. J. Thomp- 
son, one of the death wateh, when the 
heriff came in and asked about the sup- 
per .

“Of course, I want something to eat,” 
he replied in a _ pleasant, cheery mood. 
“You don’t think I want to starve, do you?” 

“Wel, what will you have, John?” ask- 
ed the sheriff, decidely more disturbed than 
the prisoner. 

“Well, a piece of chicken, a small piece 
of steak, a cup of good coffee and a biscuit 
or two, I guess that will do.

Dutton then began dressing 
His toilet was a simple one. He get into 
the clothing he had been wearing in the 
jail for the last twenty months and as he 
put on his coat the deputy sheriff opened the 
cell and Dutton walked out into the corri- 
dor. He stepped up to the tin basin and, 
tilling it up With water from the bucket, 
bathed his face and hands and them moved 
up and down the corridor for a few minutes. 
The sheriff had given orders the night be- 
fore to allow Dutton to sleep as long as he 
wanted and to be notified when he got 
up. The sheriff was informed that Dutton 
Was up and about 7 o'clock entered the 
jail and asked him what he wanted for 
breakfast. Dutton greeted the sheriff 
pleasantly, and after studying aminute, 
gave his order for breakfast. Jt was 
about the sume us the order he guve last 
hight for his supper, and as the sheriff 
started tu leuve the prisoner «did not forget 
to ask for another toddy. The breakfast 
Was hot long in preparation and when it 
came ii smoking hot and the toddy 
was with it. The toddy was tirst disposed 
of and then Dutton ate the breakfast, 
‘There Was no mincing in the work he was 
deing, but the cating Was done with a re!- 
ish that Was apparent to those who were 
ubout the prisoner. After breakfast was 
over the sheriit asked Dutton if there was 
anything he wanted. The man seemed to 
be at peace with everything and said that 
he did not care for anything. About 9 
o'clock he was given a suave anid then in 
a short time the sheriff sent in a suit of 
clothes. It was of a dark eolor, the eont 
being 2 three-button cutaway. As the 
package Was unwrapped Dutton examined 
the articles carefully. Ile looked at them 
more like they were to be his wedding suit 
than his burial clothes. They seemed to 
please him and he laid them aside in a 
chair. In a few minutes he asked for 
some hot water, saving he wanted to take 
a bath. He appeared to anticipate what 
would be done and was anxious to save the 
jailers any trouble or annoyance by having 
to order him. The hot water wae fetched 
and Dutton stripped and bathed himself, 
One of the watchers, Me. J. 11. Harrisen, 
ofiered to assist him, Lut Dutton replied:

Hie went about the task with a careless 
abandon that was almost horrifying 
tu those about him.

As he pulled the coat 
together to button it Mr. C. G. Quillian, 
The Constitution's correspondent at Car- 
tersville, stepped up and pinned a_ button- 
hole bouquet uponk the left lapel, ‘The 
sight of the flowers brought a bright smile 
to Dutton's face and as Mr. Quillian was 
pinning them on he glanced down at the 
operation as though greatly pleased. As 
the gentleman stepped back Dutton caught 
the lapel of his coat in his left hand and 
raised the flowers to his nose. He inhaled 
a long breath and then letting the flowers 
drop back, said: 

“They are awful nice and I’m ever so 
much obliged to you for them.” 

Then turning to Mr. Harrison, he said: 
“Mr. Harrison I waat you to roll up those 
old clothes and send them to my father 
with my body.

Mr. Harrison promised that he would and 
just then Dutton turned around to grasp 
the hand of the Rev. Frank Joseph, the 
colored minister of Atlanta. who had been 
praving with him during the last few weeks.

The two men clasped hands and for a sec- 
ond stood looking at each other, neither 
speaking a wonl. Finally Dutton asked:

The ride from the jail to the gallows 
Was aslow one and during it Dutton talked 
pleasantly to all about him. ife referred 
to his coming doom with the same bon- 
chalant air that he had manifested all dur- 
ing last evening and this morning be- 
fore leaving the jail. “Lie either did not ap- 
pre@Mate his situntas! or he was a man of 
the wost remarkable nerve.

hicle came in sight of the gallows he 
stretched his neck to get a good look at 
it. Then he settled himself to his smoke 
again and he seemed to enjoy that smoke.

The Crime for Which He Was Hang. 


The crime for which Dutton was hung 
was committed November 26, LSUU. Mrs. 
Mobbs was found dead by the roadside 
and the crime was laid to Dutton. She had 
been potnded over the head and stabbed 
jour or five times jn the neek. A few 
days after the body was found Dutton was 
arreste | and given @ preliminary trial and 
Was acquitted. He then went to Alabama 
And was absent a vear when he Was again 
arrested and placed in jail at Cartersville, 
the grand jury having found a true bil! 
against him. The evidence against him 
Wiis purety circumstantial, but be was con- 
viewed. After his conviction be made a 
statement in which he laid the crime to 
Mr. and Mrs. Jimi Massey, wiio lived in 
the neighborhood. ‘The Miasseyvs in the 
meantime had moved to Putnam counts 
and were arrested and brought to Carters- 
ville, where they were jailed. They 
given & preliminary trial and were turned 
loose, Massey proving an alibi.

He is a gentieman of fine education and 
polished manners; is said to be a millionaire 
and is an attache of the French embassy at 
Rome. He speaks English fluently, is a high- 
ly educated and cultured gentieman and is 
acqua.nted with mauy prominent Americans. 

Since his arrival in the city he has wet 
many of the social feaders here and has re- 
ceived marked attention. 

Might before last M. Chivot went to the 
Kimball house, and registering, was given a4 
room on the third floor. His actions excited 
suspicion and it was thought that he was 
either under the influence of some atimulant 
or sufferiug from some mental troubles. 

The matter was reported to Mr. W. H. 
Venable and he went to police headquarters, 
where he had Captain Moss to detail two 
policemen to remain in the room with the 
French diplome: through the night. The two 
officers found M. Chivot in a highly nervous 
state and bad to watch him closely through. 
out the night. 

He was violent during the night aud the 
officers say that he repeatedly attempted to 
jump out of the window and kil! Limself. 
Once he attempted to cut his throat with a 
razor and a geptieman standing near knocked 
it from his hand. In dispossessing Ch.vor of 
the razor he was knucked down and bis ankle 
badly sprained. 

M. Chivot was kept closely guarded in his 
room alll day yesterday, Patrolmen barry and 
Wright remaining w.th him constantly. He 
slept during a part of the time, and when 
not slecp.ng wrote letters constantly. He 
wrote about fifty letters during the day. 

Yesterday afternoon while the officers were 
several feet from him he leaped out of bed 
and rusbed to the window. Ue threw bin- 
self up in the window and madea leap. Just 
in the nick of time the officers caught bin, 
holding him back by the foot. It took the 
combined efforts of Barry, Wright and De- 
tective Wooten to drag bim back into the 
room. Patrolman Wright says they would 
pot have succeeded iv saving him had be not 
caught him by the ankle that bad been 
sprained. 

Late yesterday afternoon Chief Connoily 
was sent for aud weut to Chivot’s room. He 
had a talk with the Frenchman, which re- 
sulted in the latter being carried to police 
headquarters. There be ‘appeared to be 
neither violent nor crazy, the only evidence 
he showed of being mentally unbalanced be~ 
ing the rapidity with which be changed bis 
mind. 

He was comparatively calm and demanded 
that tue chief make some formal charge 
agaiust bim. 

“I am going to hold you during the night. 
A charge will be made tumorrow,” sa.d the 
chief. 

“What charge? Make it tonight,’’ Chivot 
demanded. 

“| wll swear out a peace warran” 
row morning—that is the charge. 
meantime I will keep you here.”’ 

“But you cannot,’ said the Frenchman, 
“You wust make a charge to bold me bere; I 
huve done nothing.” 

“You have threatened a man’s life,”’ said 
the chief; “that’s charge enough to hold you 
on.”’ 

‘“T have done nothing. It is eil right 
may Wise your charge.” 

“If you ‘will leave the city tonight I will 
release you,” said the chief. “If you care to, 
you may return to New York, but if you re- 
main in the city you will be Leid to keep the 
peace. Will you gv?’ 

Chivot replied: 

“I will not. [ am a d@plowat. 
free country. Lock me up.” 

No persuasion would induce him to agree 
to leave the city. “I have done nothing; I 
will not leave,’’ he said. 

A supper was sent him from the restaurant 
and be ate heartily of it in the captain’s 
room. He called for telegraph blanks and 
writing materlals and wrote a letter to 
Goveruor Northen and ielegrams to Secretary 
of State Gresham and the French ambassador.

NO RIGHTH WARD. 
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Mayor Goodwin Vetoes the Ordinance Au- 
thorizing the Legislation. 


HE SENDS THE PAPER TO THE CLERK 


Andin It Gives His Reasons Fully for 80 
Doing-Those Who Wanted to An- 


nex Are Badly Disappointed. 


There will be no eighth ward. 

Mayor Goodwin has vetoed the ordinance 
passed by the general counci] ordering legis- 
lation to secure the annexation of North 


Atlanta. 

The veto was written by Mayor Goodwin 
yesterday and was transmitted to Clerk 
of the Council Woodward yesterday after- 
noon, who filed it in his office. 

The veto reads: 

Mayor’s Office, Atlanta, Ga., October 20, 
1803.—T'o General Council, City of Atlapta— 
Gentlemen: To the end that you and the com- 
mittee from your body may have the opportuul- 
ty of considering more fully the subject of the 
extension of the corporate limits of Atlante, 
and for other reasons hereinafter stated, 
return to you without my approval the action 
had at your last regular meeting, adopting 
the report of the special committee recom- 
mending legislation to extend the limits as 
in said report set forth. 

The subject is one of great importance and 
well deserves mature consideration. The pro- 

sition to extend somewhat the corporate lil- 
its and to create on the north and west sides 
a new ward from territory and population 
embraced in the extension, or of such terri- 
tory and population together with territory 
and popniation to be taken from the fourth, 
tifth and sixth wards or from ove or more 
of the wards oamed, impressed me favorably. 
as 1 think the growth of the city and suburbs 
wiil justify it; but I am convinced that the 
plan can be improved in this direction and it 
may be found that a judicious general exten- 
sion Can be provided for around the entire cir- 
cle of the city. 

But if we deal only with the matter of ex- 
tension on the north and northwest , a 
more satisfactory plan may be provided. The 
plan proposed in the report adopted would in- 
corporate 1,600 acres of land, or nearly one- 
fourth as much as the present area of the en- 
tire city, and on this great body of land there 
are only 175 residences of every kind, includ- 
ing mansions and eabins, and allowing five 
persons for each house or residence, S70 peo- 
pie only would be added to the city. ‘The 
greater part of this land is therefore vacant or 
tarming land. ‘True, there are some splendid 
bulldings on a few streets—on Peachtree, West 
Peachtree streets and Piedmont avenue and 
Wilson avenue, and a few on a few others. 
It is desirable, and may be found practicable, 
if an extension is made, to do so with better 
results, by reducing the area of land and ob- 
taining a larger population. But even should 
the entire and large territory embraced in 
the report be still included in an extension it 
might be done and a larger population reached 
by extending westward to, or beyond, Marietta 
street, and including the second pumping sta- 
tion of the new waterworks, and with tbat 
territory and population, together with ad- 
ditions from the sixth or other wards, create 
anew ward. 

While the extension as proposed in the re- 
og is subject to the criticism above made it 
Ss not without merit in other respects, and as 
to a portion at least of the territory. and de- 
served, as it will no doubt receive, from you, 
fair and mature consideration. If, howover, 
it shall be deemed wise to incorporate the 
whole of the territory named, then if it is to 
be constituted a ward, other territory with 
greater population and more thickly built up, 
should be placed with it. . 

An additional reason why you should agatu 
consider the subject is the fact of the ob- 
jections urged to the movement by many per- 
sons residing in or to be affected by the in- 
corporation of the territory. I attach hereto 
a counter petition filed with me since you ac. 
ted that it May huve the attention which it 
deserves. Very respectfully.

Sur- 
geon Carter inssted earnestly upon the preser- 
vation of absolute quarantine and begged 
Mayor Steele to use every effort in his power 
to prevent any commupication either from 
without or within by the inhabitants of the 
country. 

Saved a Man’s Life. 

He informed Dr. Lincoin that the case of 
Mr. Leggett. near Hazlehurst, who was a 
resident of Jesup, was uuquestionably yellow 
fever and that he fortunately arrived in time 
to save his life, inasmuch as it was being 
treated as an ordinary case of bD.lious fever. 

Dr. Liacoln and Surgeon Carter were class- 
mates at the University of Maryiand and it 
was their first meeting after fifteen years. As 
can Well be imagined, they were correspond- 
ingly giad to see each other again. 

Neptume Bell and James Haynes, two aged 
negroes, for years past citizens of this place, 
d.ed suddenly this morning of old age. They 
have been wes] respected by ail the whites 
and mueh looked up to by their own race 
for many years. 

Too wuch praise cannot 
the conduct of Mr. FE. L. Fishback, who has 
been doing the duty of guard and general 
utility man in Jesup s.nce the yellow fever 
outbreak. He bas at no time consulted his 
own conven.ence or bealth, but has sacr.ficed 
both to the performance of his duty. With- 
out his able assistance last night, the 
prompt buriai of the remains of Mr. Gray 
aud che immediate fumigat.on of the house 
und the destruction of the infected bedd.ng 
Wola have been an absoiute impossibility. 
He certainly deserves all that can be sa.d in 
his praise.

Spot sales were 
12,000 balea, Some cabies voluateer the iurther 
laation that Lancashire is ijikely to require more cot- 
ton than ever before ia its histury. There seems to be 
no doubt that an enormous trade is in progress abroad, 
In New York the dav has icen a comparatively dull 
one. The market opened at about 5 points advance on 
last night’s figures, impreved 3@1 poitits more and 
then sold off again on rather heavier interior receipts 
than had been expected. Despite the somewhat larger 
receipts at the tye towns the quantity of cotton 
coming into sight for the week wili probably be less 
than last year, and the net deficiency in the crop move- 
ment since the Ist of September will by this evening 
probably be 45,000 baler. It is evident that the move- 
ment ionet increase sharply soon if crop estimates 
much in excess of last year are likely to meet with 
general acceptance. The news from Washington to- 
day has been generaliy construed as more favorable 
to speculation. The possivility of an early settlement 
of the vexed siiver question seems to be on the in- 
crease, and if this were assured business in America, 
it is thought, would take on a decidedly healthier tone. 
The market during t»e afternoon became easier and 
sold down 2243 points more, closing quiet at a net de- 
ciine of about 2 points as compared with last night's 
prices. The break has been due almost entirely to the 
tact that the receipts at the interior towns are heavier 
than had been expected. They foot up about 116,000 
bales, as against 94,00 last year. The net movement 
of the crop, however, for the week will not be as large 
as last year, and it is doubtful whether the interior 
movement will, in view of this, be considered as sig- 
nificant in Liverpool as seeins to have been the case 
here.

NEW YORK, October 20—The market wasin a fair 
way to permanently improve today, as Liverpool ad- 
vanced 3-64 and this market 10 points, but New Orleans 
receipts of 15,009 bales ‘or tomorrow, against 6,500 bales 
last year turned tle tide, and ontop of this the inte 
rior movement developed a larger movement than ex- 
pected, footing up about 118,000 bales, against 9,600 last 
year, while the increase in stocks is 23,000 over last 
week, but 17,000 bales less than this week last year. 
This promises this week an amount coming into sight 
of about 350,000 bales, against 311,000 bales according 
H. G. Hester, of the New Orieans cotton exchange. 
Liverpool will doubtless be unfavorably affected to- 
morrow by the failure of this side to respond to their 
improvement today. That market, appears to be very 
strong in a spot way, owing to the excellent trade the 
English spinners are now having, and whether the 
movement is a little larger or smaller than expected it 
may be that they will go right along as they have for 
sometime past and take their cotton when they can get 
it. The only way to prevent the accumulation of cot- 
ton at the ports is to get the commercial affairs of the 
country ina condition that will bring the American 
spinner into the market whose yearly requirements 
aie about 2,400,000, but these purchases have frequently 
amounted to 400,000 bales per month instead ot an 
average of 200,000, which their total annual consump- 
tion would represent. It can therefore be seen how 
greatly the market is weakened by the absence of so 
important an element in relieving southern spot hold- 
ers of whet there is only a demand practically from 
foreign consumers. It therefore stands to reason that, 
without a continuously good market at Liverpool, we 
cannot sustain prices on this side, but, as we said be- 
fore, trade accounts are so satisfactory from the Eng- 
lish spinning districts as to warrant a feeling of much 
encouragement.

A Square Fight Between the People 
and Politicians. 


THE CITY AND THE COUNTRY PRESS. 


The Division Between Metropolitans fand 
the Masses lis Plain—The People Have 
Rights~-The Democratic Crisis. 


Out in Texas the people are very fond of 
“joint discussions.” soth in politics and 
religion a “debate” is considered the correct 
orueal and it is a cold, northerly day in the 
big commonwealth when there is not a 
wonth-scrapping match going on in town 
or country. It is one of the surviving im- 
portations from the older states and the 
days when stump-speaking was the popu- 
lar method of political education. Texas, 
for the most part, is still a new country 
and its population hang to the pioneer tra- 
ditions, and so long as they do that the 
“Vint debate” will flourish. But as educa- 
tion spreads and the daily newspaper be- 
comes ubiquitous the “trial by jaw” will 
fail into innocuous desuetude as elsewhere, 
and political oratory will become hortatory 
rather than disputatious. 


In religious circles, also, the debate still 
has its lingering vogue in Texas. Some- 
where and ail the time, it seemed to me, a 
pair of elders, of the Campbellite and Meth- 
odist persuasions as «a rule, had locked 
horus over the Banquo-like subject of bap- 
tism, and were pawing up the earth to the 
great entertainment of large crowds of par- 
tisans. These assemble nightly and egg 
op their champions with zeai, often mixed 
With acrimony. Whole communities are 
agitated, by these untimely and unseemly 
discussions of a twnatter fiat is best left to 
the idiosyncrasies ot individual faith. Much 
as 1 like debating upon debatable issues, 
this theme of baptism is one that I would 
forever avoid. Vith me the question re- 
solves itself more upon the fact of what 
sort of fellow was baptized rather than 
upon how he was baptized. There are too 
many thousands of people, who have been 
baptized in all sorts of fashions, who are 
still hell-bent without a doubt, to make 
methods of baptism the essential issue in 
their cases. But these newly settled com- 
munities insist upon debating the matter 
afresh, as if it had never been wrangled 
over before—and yet when they have set- 
tled it, it is still unsettled! 

In the political arena the joint discussions 
are pitched between populist and democratic 
orators. Now it is Methodist Jim Davis, 
known to fame among the populites as ‘‘Cy- 
clone Davis,’ and a Hoggite; then it is 
Harry Tracey and a Clarkite; and later on 
it is “Old Man” Sledge and any comer 
from the democratic side—either end of the 
camp. ‘They “ramps around” and tear up 
the ground on the topics of free silver, 
tariff reform, government ownership of 
railroads, a graduated income tax, or any 
other issue that comes handy in the rub- 
bish of local politics. The meetings are 
attended by thousands of the yeomanry and 
they exhjbit all the absorbed interest arid 
enthusiasm of the most heated hours of a 
closing campaign. The grange and the al-

Hence, it is freely charged the city dailies 
represent the railroads and commercial] eX- 
changes only, while the country papers rep- 
resent the real sentiments of the general 
populace. IL give’ the explanation of the 
Status as it Was given to me by men who 
assum@™! to know the facts. But whut. 
ever the true explanation may be, the fact 
remains that the common people of Texas 
are by an overwhelming majority in favor

Certainly much that is charged of self- 
ieh interest or slavish subserviency against 
the daily press is pure politieal bosh. This 
is a country of free opinion and free epeech 
and especially of a free press when it 
choses to be free. An editor has a right to 
know more than the masses of ‘the people 
if he does know more; and he has a rizht to 
think he knows more than they do, whether 
he does or not. When the political orator 
rises upon his hind legs and informs the 
gaping multitude that “the administration”

It is natural that newspapers whose whole 
patronage Is commercial and whose constit- 
uencies are dependents upon the money 
market, should find their ereed in the money 
centers. NeWspnpers that are printed 
for financiers and middle men are not to be 
looked to as champions of the monetary in- 
terests of the masses. It is this confusion 
of thought about their mission that 
caused suspicion of their motives.

THE HEROINE OF THE “RED SHIRIS.” 


Douschka Pickens Dugas, South Carolina's 
“Jonn of Arc,”’ who died recently, was ove 
of the famous women of the south—one whose 
name will be woven through the tapestry of 
American history, and whose memory will be 
every man who fought 


revered and loved by 
for southern independence. 

Douschka Pickens was the youngest child 
of Governor Francis W. Pickens, of South 
Caiolina. He married Lucy Holeqmbe, a 
Kentucky benuty, whose brilliancy of mind 
and loveliness of person eclipsed all rmvairy 
at the Court of St. Petersburg, where she 
was presented when a bride; ber husband 
prior to the late war being United States 
minister to Russia. 

Mrs. Pickens became noted throughout Fn- 
rope for her woudrous beauty. Artists sought 
her, and painted her in every pose that 
could reveal to advantage the pure classic 
outline of face and figure, and catch from 
vature her exquisite coloring. 

It was during Mrs. Pickens'’s reign at the 
court of St. Petersburg that Douschka was born 
in the palace of the czar. She was christened 
Francesca, but, as a little child, gle was 
called Douschka, which in the Russian lJan- 
guage means Darling. That name has clung 
to her ever since, and she was known by 
no other. 

On the return of Governor Pickens and his 
family to America, they occupied the Vickens 
homestead—a grand old mansion known 4s 
Edgewood, and situated in the suburbs of 
Edgefield, S. C. 

The Pickens homestead is known far and 
wide, and its memory will be cherished 
through many years to come. The children of 
today will tell to generations yet unborn 
that which they have learned from their 
fathers, of the glories of the Pickens man- 
sion, around whose name will ever be en- 
circled the luster and grandeur of the south's 
most brilliant period. 

It was the center of an elegant hospitality, 
where statesmen met, and the flower of 
southern beauty and chivalry congregated. 
In long years past, Preston and Pettigrew, 
Hayne and Magrath were entertained there, 
while foreign notables, also. were the re- 
cipents of the same hospitality. 

Ldgewood ig a mansion of colonial archi- 
tecture, built with English solidity. [ts walls 
are of paneled oak, and its floors of polished 
wood. Its halls are broad, and its verandas 
wide. It is surrounded by groves of oak, 
magnolia and laural. 

The Pickens stables were noted for the 
finest blooded stock in the state, and the 
kennels contained dogs of lengthened pedi- 
grees. 

Fox hunting was the fav@6rite sport of that 
locality, and the chase was often led in recent 
years by Senator Wade Hampton and Sen- 
ator M. C. Butler, and the dashing and gal- 
lant general, ‘‘Mart’’ Gary. 

It was in this atmosphere that Douschka 
was nurtured, and it ig but natural that she 
should have absorbed. those elevating  in- 
fluences that molded her character and made 
her conspicuous by their ascendancy. 

She @!d not inherit her mother’s delicate 
type of beauty, but her face was strong and 
full of power. Her figure was graceful, and 
her movements as agile as those of the un- 
tamed antelope. Her nature was antago- 
nistic to the social code of conventionali- 
ties. She was brave, and loved nature. Half 
of her young life was spent on horseback, 
and her reputation as a fearless and graceful 
rider and her wonderful equestrian feats 
have been the subject of graphtvc pen sketches. 

Sha was known and loved by every man, 
woman amd child in the country for miles 
around. The woodcutter would cease his 
work and smile as she dashed through the 
forest. and cheered him by a merry word or 
jest, and the negroes at work in the cotton 
fields would look up and murmur: ‘Dar goes 
Miss Douska: God bless de chile!’ 

She was nature’s own, and seemed a part 
of the grand untrammeled country in which 
she moved so fearlessly. 

There were many feats of courage which 
characterized her life. but that which gave 
her the synomyn of ‘‘Carolina’s Joan of Arc’’ 
was the follow’ng incident: 

In 1876 the red-shirt movement which re- 
deemed South Carolina from corpetbag domi- 
nation was started in Edgefield county, The 
state was completely under republican con- 
trol, but General Wade Hampton had sworn 
that he would be governor, ‘‘or know the 
reason why.”’ The republicans. mostly 
negroes, were rioting throughout the state, 
and clashes with the whites were of almost 
daily orcurr Mmce. In fact. thers was an in- 
in South Carolina, the 
republicans and negroes having greatly the 
advantage. Just at this juncture a band of 
1.500 red shirts rode into Edgefield village with 
Douschka Pickens at the head. The sifht 
was as inspiring as Joan of Arce leading her 
victorioas soldiers to battle. 

She was clad in a costume of red, and from 
her hat was a long waving plume. She called 
the men to follow her, and the wildest en- 
thusiasm was kindled throughout the state, 
and the red shirts were triumphant. 

A few years later Douschka Pickens mar- 
ried Dr. George Dugas, a man of culture and 
brilliant attainments. He carried her to Au- 
gusta, Ga., his home, where she could have 
reigned a social queen, but she could not 
endure the social restraints of a city life, and 
she returned to the home of her girlhood, 
where a few weeks ago she died. 

As the funeral cortege passed to the family 
vault, one would have believed that it was 
the burial of some great and worshiped war- 
rior. Veteran soldiers marched in line. and 
strong men wept: old family negroes followed 
the ner, and their wails echoed = through 
the forest. Twenty hunting dogs that had 
oft followed her in the chase, and loved her. 
also joined in the march, and seemed in- 
tuitively to feel their loss—barking Vand 
whining, as if in agony. 

It was a mournful sight. one that will make 
—* throughout the south sad at the re- 
Cit. 

She, who, like the exiled empress of France— 
robbed of her loved ones robbed her 
wealth—is now left alone in the desolate 
home, that is fast crumbling to ruin, a wreck 
of a glorious past.

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A DIME NOVEL HERO. 


The Remarkable Career of a Thirteen- 
Year Old Lad 


ALL OVER THE UNION WITHOUT A CENT 


Pursued and Shot at by Detectives—A 
Member of ths Tough Gang of Chica- 
g°—HelIs Arrested for Burglary. 


A thirteen-year-old boy who has traveled 
all over the United States :o the last four 
months, associated with the toughest gangs 
in Chicago, been shot at and pursued by 
detectives, climbed through broken window 
punes and stole money, all this without a 
cent of capital, is a phenomenon in police 
circles. 

Such is a brief summary of the record of 
Charles Bridgman, of Ann Arbor, Mich., 
Who is under arrest at police headquarters 
charged with assisting Gip South to steal 
the one hundred watches from Jeweler 
Thompson. Bridgman rode into the city 
on the blind baggage one week ago and be- 
fore he had been here long he had gravita- 
ted into his social element and was taking 
in the town under the guidanve of Gip 
South and Clem Goodman. 

He slept that night in a soft bed of re- 
fuse paper underneath the brick building 
at Simpson street used as a telegraph of- 
fice by the Georgia Pacitic railroad. He 
had as his companions in slumber five of 
the most notorious youths in the city, hence 
his arrest. 

bridgman takes his arrest and incarcera- 
tion with the coolness of a professional. 
With a great deal of dignity he #traight- 
ened himself on the bunk upon which he 
was reclining and submitted to an inter- 
view. He is aninteresting talker and 
spices his conversation with bright flashes 
of human nature, his knowledge of Which 
is nothing short of remarkable. 

Hie ran away from his home in Ann Ar- 
bor four months ago. He went to Detroit, 
Cleveland, Toledo and then to Chicago. 

He bad his first glimpse of a large city, 
but he proved himself fully able te cope 
with the enlarged possibilities offered vy 
his new field. He speedily fell in with a 
gang of youths who made their homes in 
dark holes and stole everything they could 
lay hands on. They frequented Chicago 
avenue and Chestnut street, and young 
Bridgman said it was a strict rule with the 
gang to run every time they saw a “cop,” 
no matter which way he was going. 

Young Bridgman was not outclassed by 
his new associates and went the pace. He 
tells many thrilling stories about the ad- 
ventures of his gang on the streets of Chi- 
Gago. 

ise left Chicago without a cent and was 
followed by a detective, who run him off 
the train a few miles from the Windy 
City and shot at nim four times. The 
youth boarded the train a second time and 
went to St. Louis. He next went to Den- 
ver and Trinidad, Col., traveling the dis- 
tance without a cent and sleeping at night 
in freight cars, vacant houses and other 
places known to his kind. 

He traveled all over Colorado and ad- 
joining states, mingling with the worst ele- 
ment of western society and gninittg enough 
information to write several books. He 
went through Mexico and Texas, traveling 
the entire length of the last named state 
three times, not stopping longer than a 
half day at any one stopping point. 

fe came from Texas to Atlanta. He 
says Cincinnati is his next stopping point, 
if he gets out. He states that during his 
four months on the road over fifty different 
youths have started off with him, but he 
wus too fast for all of them. 

Bridgman is a remarkably bright youth 
and does not look tough. He is well edu- 
cated. He says he robbed two stores by 
climbing through the windows. [I*rom one 
he took $10, from the other $5, but money 
is no object with him. It has been his law 
to take a thing if he wanted it. 

Patrolman Conn, who went to Macon 
with young Campbell, one of the tough 
gang of youths, returned yesterday morn- 
ing without having accomplished anything. 
Hle found that the young thieves had left 
the Central City. Telegrams were sent to 
several cities ordering their arrest. 

The youths already under arrest are still 
held.
